IS READ TO FEDERATION. 


Reviews History of Battles Made 
by Own Organization and Re- 
peats Declaration to “Stick 
to Contracts.” 


Representatives of Chicago Typographical 
union No. 16 appeared before the Chicago 


| Federation of Labor yesterday and repeat- 


ed their declaration that their contract with 
the publishers’ association would be main- 
tained inviolate. 

The typographical union had prepared a 
statement of the part played by that body 
Curing the strike and previous eventa This 


| wes read by John C Harding, organizer and 


recording secretary of the union. following 
the report of the federatiaon’s grievance com- 
mittee, 

In brief, the report condemns the hasty ac- 
tion of the men who went out on strike and 
the methods pursued by the strikera. It pro- 
tests against the policy of calling a strike 
and the unwarranted criticism of the non- 
striking bodies which refuse to break their 
contracts It deplores the present situation 
and urges its services toward effecting a sat- 
isfactory agreement 


Union Issues Statement. 


“In behalf of Chicago Typographica) 
union Noa 16," reads the statement, “ we 
Gesire to present the following statement 
conoerning action taken by the union in rela- 
tion to the present strike of the pressmen. 
stereotypers, newrpaper wagon delivery 
drivers, and newsboys against the daily 
newspapers of Chicago. 

“ Without at this time entering into a dis- 
cussion of the merits or demerits of the 
strike, we desire to say the officers of the 
striking unions made no attempt to get in 
touch with the officers of Chicago Typo- 
gTaphica] union No. 16. until after a special 
meeting to consider ways and meana in the 
strike controversy had been called This 
specia] meeting was held on May 8 in Brick- 
layers’ Sall. The meeting hall was filled to 
overfiowing. and hundreds of members of 
the union outside the hall were unable to 
gain admission. 

“During the meeting the doors were 
thrown wide open and a large number of 
men who were not members of the typo- 
graphical union forced thelr way into the 
hal] and endeavored to take part in the pro- 
ceedings.

Predictions were frequem tonight that 
should the Taft delegates control the conven- 
tion by a small majority the Roosevelt forces 
might hold another convention, which would 
send a delegation to Chicago to cantest 
against the Taft delegations. 


May Split the Delegation. 

Roosevelt supporters, while claiming con- 

ree that a big six delegation favorable 
to the former president will be selected, 
tonight said that in the event the convention 
should be controlled by Taft delegates the 
strength of the Roosevelt forces would prob- 
ablby cause the Taft supporters to agree to 
a split delegation. 

Although it is the announced plan of the 
convention not to pay any attention to the 
state ticket, numerous candidates for state 
offices, fearing that after the conventfon 
gets down to business, sentiment may result 
in the selection of the candidates at this 
time, established headquarters. 

Not a few of the delegates tonight ex- 
pressed the opinion that the convention, be- 
fore it adjourns will nominate the _— 
ticket.

TIPS TOSPEEDERS 


Stewart. Advises Drivers of 
Machines to Look Uj Limit 
Law Imposes, 


SAYS, “DLL DO MY DUTY.” 


One of Worst Evils; Card 
Index Prepared. 


“ Let the police perform their duty in the 
enforcement of the motor vehicle law. | 
will perform mine.” 

Municipal Judge Hugh R. Stewart, Chi- 
cago’s first ‘‘auto court judge.’’ appointed 
on Saturday by Chief Justice Olson to take 
care exclusively of automobile cases. issued 
his summary of his plans yesterday. 

The summary was amplified by the state- 
ment that if automobile drivers wished to 
learn more of his program they could study 
the motor vehicle act, 269 Llinois revised 
Statutes. Then they could see to it that they 
obeyed it. 


Law on Speed Limit. 

The law is emphatic in its rulings on speed- 
ing, the worst of the present evi!s and most 
responsible for the heavy death toll from 
automobile driving. Limits are as follows: 

Six miles an hour when turning a corner of 
cross roads. 

Fifteen miles an hour in residential dis- 
tricts. 

Ten miles an hour in business districts. 

Twenty miles elsewhere—all with the limita- 
tions imposed by park boards and munic- 


greater than is reasonable. 

The state law does not concern motorcycles 
and @ special city ordinance has its rulings 
confined to this type of vehicle. 


Law Tips for Autoists. 

Here are some of the prohibitions fre- 
quently unheeded, now called specifically to 
the attention of the new court: 

lécense numbere must be clearly ex- 
hibited on the fronts of the white lamps, 
readable at night. 

No part of the machinery is to be left 
running when the machine is unat- 
tended. 

Driver must stop if an approaching 
horse appears likely to become frightened. 

No joy riding. Chauffeur taking out a 
machine without the owner’s consent is 
subject to $200 fine and sixth months’ im- 
prisonment. Same penalty for exchange 
of ‘‘ bonus ’’ between chauffeur and dealer 
in automobile supplies. 

No racing under any circumstances on 
public highway. Maximum fine of $200. 


Must Stop After Accident. 

It appears likely there will be rigid en- 
forcement of the important section demand- 
ing reasonable warning of an automobile’s 
approach, every effort to avoid injuries or 
frightening animals, and compulsory stop- 
ping when an accident has happened, with 
the presentation of the name and address 
and license number of the offending driver 
and machine owner.

Wagon Drivers and Helpers Ac- 
eept Wage Increase Offered. 


VOTE STANDS 400 TO 300 


Agreement Provides Raise of About 
$3 a Month for Entire Year. 


There will be no strike of icemen this sum- 
mer. Fear of this possibility, with the hot 
weather just getting well unger way, was 
dispelled yesterday when the ice wagon 
drivers and helpers by a vote of 400 to 300 
decided at a massmeeting in Bricklayers’ 
hall to accept a second offer made by the 
dealers. The first offer wag rejected a week 
ago. Fifteen hundred men were involved. 

The accepted agreement provides for 
increase of approximately $3 a month for 
both the helpers and drivers on the following 
basis: For six summer months—Peddlers, 
$19.50 a week; helpers on peddler wagons, 
$17.25 a week; truck drivers, $1825 a week; 
helpers on trucks. $17.2. For six winter 
months—Peddlers, $18.50 a week; helpers on 
peddler wagons, $16 25; truck drivers, $17.25; 
helpers on trucks, $16.25. 

Under the old scale the peddlers received 
$80 a month and the helpers $70 a month. 
They demanded an increase to $21 a week for 
peddlers, $19.50 for truck drivers, and $18 a 
week for helpers on peddlier wagons. The 
dealers firet made an offer of % a month 
increase for three summer months of the 
first year, $5 a month for four summer 
months of the second year, and@d$5 a month 
for five summer months of the third year.

of the Daily World and the Chicago Daily 
Socialist. 


Tells of Threats. 

“The members of No. 16 have been in- 
formed by members of other trade unions 
that they would be expelled fram the Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor and driven out of 
the labor movement. We have been told 
the printers would be chased off the streets 
of Chicago. We were going to be forced to 
be good, just as some people think the only 
way to educate others is with a club. 

“We may be expelled from the Chicago 
Federation of Labor, If so, it will not be 
the first time.

“The Industrial Workers of the World 
may be right in their contention that the 
most effective method of organization is the 
industrial, form of organization rather than 
organization by separate crafts and trades.

Offers Aid to End Conflict. 

“The following resolution efopted by 
Chicago Typographical union No. 16 ex- 
presses our present and future attitude 
in this matter. The officers of No. 16 al- 
ready have interviewed the publishers in 
this matter, and we stand ready now and 
at any time in the future to carry out the 
spirit of the resolution: 

‘* Resolved, That the officers of No. 16 
be and are hereby authorized to offer 
their services to any or all the contest- 
ing parties for the purpose of terminating 
the present wasteful conflict.

We have 
an exceptionally able and sanely progressive 
executive head of our system in Mrs. Ella 
Flagg Young. We have some able and en- 
lightened trustees. We have intelligent in- 
terest already developed in such influential 
organizations as the City club and the Com- 
mercial club, both of which-have made ex- 
pert studies of vocational education.

PARALYSIS AGITANS. 

OME men stand so solidiy, so like a 
stone wall, that tottering, wavering, 
tremor seem wholly out of the ques- 
tion, and yet. eX: ‘en those most like a 
stove wall are constantly rocking 

like a ship at sea. They pitch forward a bit 
and the muscles of the back pull them in the 
other direction, and so it goes all day loug. 
There is some tremor about even the most 
quiet, best coutrolled hand, but effort of the 
will can control most of this. 

Paralysis agitans is a disease in which 
this tremor is grossly exaggerated and whol- 
ly beyond the control of the mind. Think- 
ing about it makes it worse. .When the 
brain tries to contro] the trembling hand, 
the tremor redoubles. 

A common test for paralysis agitans is to 
give a man with a trenior a full glass of 
water and ask him to drink without spillinz 
it. The glass will shake So as to spill a good 
part of the water;

Many people do things less well when 
they concentrate their minds-ow them. In 
paralysis agitans thietrather g@neral propen- 
sity is exaggerated out of all proportion. 

A more important, though less easily 
recognized, symptom is a persistent mus- 
cular rigidity. The muscles, conscious of 
their weakness, hold the bead, ‘the body, the 


+ arms, and sometimes all in positions and at- 


titudes of rigidity: 

As to the cause very litfle is known. Some 
writers think the ner¥es which contro! the 
muscles have grown old before their time. 
There is but little basis for this opinion. 

Some think that there are senile changes 
in the musc les themselves... There is not 
much evidence to support this view, though 
there is more than that behind the first. 

Another group beli¢res that it is due to 
disease in some of the sham a glands. 


Just beteide of site thyroid in the neck is 
a small gland called the parathyroid. - It has 
been noticed that when this gland has been 
wholly destroyed the patient. died in the 
midst of spasms and that when it was par- 
tially destroyed the patient developed dif- 
ferent kinds of jerks. 

In a few cases of paralysis agitans changes 
have been found in these glands. Such 
changes are not very marked nor very con- 
stant. 

Acting on the little evidence of one sort 
and another, a few~physicians have given 
extract of parathyroid in paralysis agitans. 
In about two-thirds of the cases in which 
it has been tried it has given favorable re- 
sults. 

That is not yery conclusive, but it would 
seem wise, for early cases at least, to give 
parathyroid an extended trial. Ordinary 
drugs are of no service, and nothing is lost 
by not making use‘of them. Old, long con- 
tinned cases with advanced changes and set- 
tled conditions cannot expect much from 

anything.

Louis, the crown prince of Monaco, now a 
man of 42, served for a number of. years asan 
officer of French cavalry, the Spahis, in 
Algeria and Tunis. For a time he was on 
bad terms with hie father, but they are now 
practically reconciléd, the son spending a 
portion of each year at Monaco and repre- 
genting his father on numerous official occa- 
gions, both there and abroad. 

He has indeed received the reigning , 
prince's recognition by public decree of the 
legitimacy of his 14 year old daughter by a 
left handed union, together with the title 
(one of the oldest in the possession of the 
Grimaldi family) of Countess of Valentinoils, 
and a place in the line of succession to the 
crown, 

The Prince of Monaco is the only Evropean 
sovereign who does mot wear the uniform 
of his own country on state occasions.. This 
is only natural, since he has no navy and 
has recently disbanded his ‘‘ army.” 

He affects, instead, the attire of an admiral 
of the Spanish navy, while the crown prince 
appeared at the coronation of King George 
and Queen Mary of England in the eminently 
picturesque garb of a captain of Spahis. 

This prince of a country whose living popu- 
lation is exceeded by the number of locally 
interred suicides—victims of the Monte Carlo 
gambling tables—was the last person who 
saw Fetix Faure of France alive at the 


_Blyvsée palace, and also played an important 


réle in the Dreyfus affair. 

He likewise endeavored, without success, 
it is true, to becomean intermediary between 
the kaiser and France, and, some years ago, 
attracted considerable notice by refusing a

Washington, D. C., June 2.—[Special.]— 
Congress will ask the department of justice 
to report what steps are being taken to 
break up the beef trust. The house commit- 
tee on the judiciary also will request the de- 
pattment to submit whet evidence it pos- 
gesses of the existence of a combine to con- 
trol the price of meats. 
This action will be taken in connection 
~wwith the investigation of the whole trust 
question which the committee hes been 
making for the purpose of proposing amen 
ments to the Shermen act. 

As a result of this inquiry the janes 
expects to be able to tell the country wheth- 
er the soaring cost of meats has been caused 

by the packers fixing prices or by the alleged 
shortage of supply of beef on the hoof. 


No Independent Special Inquiry. | 
Chairman Clayton of the judiciary com- 
mittee conferred on the questioh today with | 
Chairman Henry of the rules committee, a | 
fore both of which bodies resolutions de |} 
manding an investigation of the beef trust | 
are pending. , 
They decided that there is no necessity of 
starting an independent special inquiry, } 
which «could cost considerable money and 
require authorization by the house.

The committee ‘will conchide the taking 
of testimony in the Archbald case tomorrow 
and will take up the beef trust resolution 
on Tuesday. ‘There will be a series of hear- 
ings, at which the officers of the department 
_ of Justice will be examined first. Then other 
witnesses, including the packers, will be 
called. 


‘Could Be Completed This Month. 

Chairman Cleyton said he thought the in- 
quiry could be completed this month. This 
committee already has taken testimony con- 
cerning the operations of the shoe macHipery 
trust. The steel trust and the sugar trust 
have been investigated by special committees 
and the ocean shipping trust is being looked 
into by the merchant marine committee. 

The judiciary committee probably will in- 
vestigate other combines also and then will 
formulate recommendations for the amend- 
ment of the Sherman act and report them to 
the house. 

The Democrats believe that action along 
this line will force the department of justice 
to carry out its announced intention of dis- } 
golving the National Packing company, 
through which the packers are alieged to fix 
prices. They say their threat to investigate 
the harvester trust haetened the filing of 
the government suit to dissolve the Interna- 
tional Harvester company.

My own mother was at once the gentlest and 
Wisest disciplinarian I have ever known. She 
held that a child should be so well trained from 
his earliest infancy that he should not need 
whipping after the age of 5. 

She brought seven children up to man’s and 
woman's estate and saw the reward of her 
jJabors in the loving obedience and devotion of 
each. Her sons at 40 were respectful and con 
siderate of her every wish. Her daughters 
turned to her in every matter of joy and sor, 
row, cherished, loved, and obeyed her to the 
latest day of her honored life.

The Unfrozen Creams. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


HE dainty creams in great variety are one 
of the summer resources. We have them 
with all sorts of names—Spanish, Bava- 
rian, Hamburg, coffee, lemon, orange, 
strawberry, raspberry, peach, pineapple, 

fig, date, banana, tapioca, velvet, caramel, and 
tutti frutti, 

These may be served iced cold in many ways 
—slices and molds—and may be eaten plain or 
with a soft custard or with whipped cream. 
Candied fruits and nuts may be used to deco- 
rate them. Pleasant and easy to make and most 
pleasant to the taste are these desserts. 

Plain milk, sweetened and flavored, is good 
with some of these creams, but the following is 
perhaps to be preferred if whipped cream can- 
not be had: 

Mock Cream.—Scald one pint of milk in a 
double boiler, stir into this two tablespoons of 
corn starch mixed with two tablespoons of 
sugar. This way of mixing corn starch is bet- 
ter than dissolving it, this being unnecessary 
when it is mixed with sugar. When cold and 
ready to serve flavor to taste with vanilla and 
add the whites of two eggs beaten to a good 
froth,

Hamburg Cream I.—Four eggs, one scant cup 
of sugar, the juice and grated rind of one large 
lemon. Beat yolks of eggs well, add lemon 
juice and grated rind and one tablespoon of 
water, cook in double boiler. When thickened 
pour over the sweetened and stiffiy beaten 
whites and whip till well mixed. Serve in sher- 
bet glasses with whipped cream and decorate 
with cherries finely cut. 

Haniburg Cream II.—Grate rind and add juice 
of one lemon and sweeten with one tablespoon 
of sugar. Beat the yolks of three-large eggs 
until thick. Add sugar and lemon and cook in 
a double boiler until it thickens, stirring con- 
stantly. As s0on as done pour over the whites 
of the eggs beaten stiff but not dry. Add slowly 
and beat in thoroughly. Serve with a sweetened 
cream,

A cream made exactly Hke these with the 
lemon and four eggs is often called egg cream. 
The following cream I have not tried, but it is 
much like a Spanish cream I have made from a 
recipe in which no milk was included, as com- 
monly in Spanish creams. 

Swedish Cream.—One cup seeded raisins two 
cups of water, one-half cup of sugar, two table- 
spoons vinegar, two tablespoons molasses, five 
tablespoons corn starch, a pinch of galt. Soak 
raisins ten minutes. Boil with other ir -re- 
dients, excepting corn starch, about ten minutes. 
Mix corn starch to a smooth paste in a little 
cold water and add, while stirring, to the mix- 
ture. Serve very cold. 

A certain cooking teacher makes a cornstarch 
pudding, pours it into a square mold, and when 
cold cuts it in slices which she dips in egg and 
crumbs and fries. The Knoxville cook book 
gives the following elaborate e°count and retipe 
for this: ae 
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Fried Cream.—No more delicious nor elegant 
entrée can be served for a luncheon, tea, or 
breakfast than fried cream, which is a surprise 
to a cook upon a first trial. Just preceding a 
salad for lunch, served with a dainty hot wafer 
or pile crust, both sprinkled with powdered 
sugar, it is both attractive and good. One pint 
of milk, five ounces of sugar (a trifle more than 
half a cup), butter size of a hickory nut, yolks 
of three eggs, two tablespoons corn starch, one 
tablespoon flour (a good half cup altogether), a 
stick of cinnamon one inch long, one-half tea- 
epoon vanilla. Heat milk with cinnamon and 
just as it is ready to boil stir in sugar, corn 
etarch, and flour, the latter rubbed smooth with 
two or three extra spoonfuls of cold milk. Stir 
over the fire for fully two minutes in order to 
cook the corn starch and flour. Take it off, stir 
in the beaten yolks, and return it to fire for a 
few moments to set them; now taking from fire, 
remove cinnamon, stir in butter and vanilla, and 
pour it on a buttered platter until one-half or 
one-third inch thick. When cold and stiff cut 
the cream into shapes—squares or little paral- 
lelograms—about three inches long; roll care- 
fully first in sifted cracker crumbs, then in eggs 
beaten and sweetened, then again in cracker 
crumbs. Dip these into boiling lard, and when 
a light brown take them out and place in the 
oven a few minutes, Sprinkle with pulverized 
sugar and serve immediately. ‘ a

lvehnt Runs 1, 500 Meter Race at New 


York in 8:56 4-5, and Duncan Hurls 
Discus Nearly 146 Feet. 


New York, June 2.—Two new world’s amateur 
records were made at the track and fiei games 
of the Metropolitan association of the A.A. U. 
at Celtic park today, the proceeds of which will 
go to the Olympic fund to defray the expenses 
of the American athletes to Stockholm. 

Abel R. Kivyiat of the Irish-American A. C., 
who won the 1,500 meter handicap from scratch 
in 3:56 4-5, ran two and two-fifths seconde faster 
than his world’s record time made over the same 
track last Sunday. 

James H. Duncan, unattached, of this city, who 
broke the world’s discus record from the § foot 2 
inch circle a week ago, scaled the discus from a 
seven foot circle a distance of 145 feet 9% inches 
today. The best previous record was 141 feet, 
made by Martin Sheridan a year ago. 

The greatest interest, however, centered In the 
running high jump comest, in which George 
Horine, the phenomenal jumper from San Fran- 
cisco, was asked to give handicaps to some of 
the best men in the country. Horine was scratch 
man, and in order to win would have had to do 
“8 feet 6 Inches. His best effort was 6 feet 5 inches, 
placing him fifth in the contest, which was won 
py E. Erickson of the Motthaven A. C., who made 
6 feet 4 inches and had a handicap of two Inches.
